BELGIUM TRIES 
TO EASE TENSION 


BRUSSELS IFI —H ie government 
withdraw arm ed troops from the 
streets today in an apareht move 
to ease 
tension 
in 
strikebound 
Belgium. 
After three days of guarding 
government buildings the troops 
arm ed with submachine guns van­ 
ished from their posts as the So­ 
cialist-led 
strike 
went 
into its 
sixth day. 


THE GOVERNMENT offered no 
explanation for the move which 
came at a time when the Social­ 
ists were reported to be trying 
to incite a mutiny among t h e 
troops if they should be, u s e d 
against strikers. 
Withdrawal of the soldiers left 
steel-helmeted riot police with ri­ 
fles still patrolling the streets and 
guarding post offices and railroad 
stations. The only violence repi 
ed was in Mons where a « t o n a 
shattered the front window of a 
Social Christian newspapar office 
and where a Molotov cocktail.

Preliminary plans for the pro­ 
posed ’ 21.275 square feet service 
center for the Palm Springs Uni­ 
fied School District, to be con­ 
structed on n five acre site near 
the city airport here, were approv­ 
ed Thnrsday evening by the board 
but evoked indications of contro- 
verity over treatment of light arid 
electrical outlets. 
The facility, including warehouse 
maintenance shops, bus service 
shop aod office facilities for the 
group, was designed by the firm 
of Weaier and Harrison, Palm 
Springs architects. 


DON WEXLER PRESENTED 
the plane to the bpard. estimating 
a total coet of $365.401. including 
equipment, paving, and a $17,500 
access road. 
Wexlef explained that the main­ 
tenance end shop area were plan­ 
ned for electrical outlets from the 
ceiling only, to "permit flexibility 
of design." The proposal of fes­ 
tooned electrical cords brought 
criticism from maintenance di­ 
rector E. G. Allen. Superintendent 
Dr. Dwight Twist said the matter 
was part of technical planning, 
and not a concern of the pre­ 
liminary plan presentation.

It’s happened before, too. John K ennedy 
will be the fourteenth president to be elected 
b y less than half of the total sote.

W oodrow W ilson 
and G rover C leveland w ere T W IC E elected 
b y less than 50 p er cent of the' total votes 
cast. A braham Lincoln won w ith a plurality. 
Back in 1824, John 'Quincy A dam s was the 
first president n o t to receive a m ajority of 
the popular vote. T h ird parties have account­ 
ed for the failure of a major p arty candidate 
to svin by m o w than 50 per cent, but third 
parties hav e w on electorial votes in only sir 
elections.

T here w ere alm ost 8 million bnore votes 
cast in th e 1960 election than th e previous 


record that was set four years ago when a 
little over 62 million w ent to the polls. While 
population increase accounted for part of the 
new record, the percentage ss*as higher also.

S. C , harbor. Maj. Robert Ander­ 
son. USA. strove mightily to wall 
up his ring of forts against the 
hair-trigger militia. 
Public opinion across the North­ 
ern states seamed lethargic, aven 
peralyzed. 
Whe.. the Congress assembled. 
Southern members all 
ware 
in 
their seats except 
Sen. 
Jem es 
Chesnut and Jam es H. Hammond 
of South Carolina. They had in­ 
dignantly resigned after the elec­ 
tion of Lincoln. 
But the 
South 
Carolina House delegation was on 
hand in full force, waiting and 
w tching. 


DEMOCRATS DOMINATED the 
Senate, Republicans 
the 
House. 
Southern Democrats guided their 
party councils and could prevent 
the Republican Senate 
minority 
from forming coalitions. Congress­ 
men from the Lower South, where 
the machinery of secession was 
already grinding, had nothing to 
lose and everything to gain by 
retaining their seats. They wanted 
separation, but they 
wanted 
it 
without war and Congress was the 
arena for maneuver. 
Compromise, 
time 
- honored 
method of administering the Re­ 
public, seemed only a straw to 
reach for. but all sides were reedy 
to try, at least for the record 
President 
Buchanan’s message 
cam e by m essenger at noon on 
Dec. 4. 


IT WAS A CURIOUS ONE, Bu 
chana* hoped it contained some­ 
thing for everyone. Actually it con­ 
tained something to alienate every­ 
one. 
The President 
argued in 
one 
breath that secession was uncon­ 
stitutional and in the next that 
n ither Congress nor the Presi­ 
dent had the power to force a 
state to rem ain in the Union. Al­ 
though the country w as great and 
powerful, Buchenan wrote. It did 
not have the right to make war 
on a state. If it did have the right 
to m ake w ar on a state, he held 
"the resulting * loss of blood and 
treasure would meke future re­ 
conciliation impossible." 
"The fact is 
that our 
Union 
rests on public opinion, snd can 
nver be cemented by the blood of 
its citizens shed in dvil war. If it 
can not live in the affections of 
the people, it must one day per­ 
ish." 
. 


WHY WAS THE country in this 
predicament?. 
Buchanan 
asked 
Because of Northern anti- slavery 
agitation, which had harried the 
South until: 
"M any a m atron throughout the 
South retires at night in dread 
of what m ay befall herself end 
her children before morning." 
The spirit of John Brown, hang­ 
ed this one year and two days, 
w as marching. 
It wasn't the election of Lin­ 
coln. but Northern state laws rec­ 
ognizing the Negro a * a man in­ 
stead of a chattel, that had en­ 
dangered the 
South. 
Buchanan 
wrote. Unless these laws were re­ 
pealed. the South, having used all 
peaceful means for redress, would 
be justified in revolution. 


BUCHANAN HELD that federal 
forts in the South were govern­ 
ment property 
beyond 
question 
and cited the fact that the South 
Carolina forta had been ^-.chas­ 
ed with the consent of the leg.* 
lature 
and the 
authority 
over 
them had been granted to Con 
grew . 
The President m ade one recom­ 
m endation to m eet the crisis. He 
suggested a constitutional amend­ 
m ent to 
clarify 
slavery. 
This 
amendment would recognize the 
right of property in slaves in states 
where it might exist, guarantee 
the right of slave owners in ter­ 
ritories until they were admitted 


as states and declare all North­ 
ern laws abridging the Fugitive 
Slava Ac* unconstitutional. 
Reaction 
was 
immediate, all 
against Buchanan. A half dozen 
Southern senators quickly aroee 
to denounce the mesaege. 


WAY OUT WEST IN Springfield, 
Lincoln made no recorded com­ 
ment. But his position on the two 
main points of the message were 
pretty well known. Where Bucha­ 
nan was ready to meet the de­ 
mands of the South for extension 
of slavery, Lincoln was pledged 
against it. personally and by the 
Republican platform. Where Bu­ 
chanan contended that the Presi­ 
dent must execute the laws but 
that ha waa unable to do so con­ 
stitutionally. Lincoln held that it 
was the President's duty to do so. 
The first of several attempts to 
find e compromise out 
of the 
crisis came the same day Bucha­ 
nan sent his message. 
On motion of Alexander R. Bo 
telar, Virginia aristocrat elected 
in opposition to the regular Dem­ 
ocratic slate, the House voted. 145 
to 36» to set up a committee of 
one member from each state to 
consider the perils of the 
mo­ 
ment. All 
the 
opposition 
votes 
came from the Republicana. Some 
of the Southerners abstained. 


ON DEC. 6, Speaker William 
Pennington 
made his 
appoint • 
menta to the House 
committee 
which would be known 
as 
the 
Committee 
of 
33. 
Pennington'i 
choices were unfortunate. While 
balanced with 16 Republicans, 14 
Democrats and 
three 
Independ­ 
ents, Pennington ignored Douglas 
Democrats and his Southern choic^ 
es were denounced as 
u n rep rer 
sentative. 
His choice for chairman. Tom 
Corwin of Ohio, was a strong one. 
Corwin had considerable stature. 
He had been governor of Ohio, a 
U.S. senator and secretary of the 
treasury in the early ‘50’s. 
There would be much talk about 
compromise before this lame duck 
session of Congress waa ended but

City Stores 
May Return 


To Top Spot 


Downtown Stores 
Behind Times But 
Renaissance Due 


By HENRY J. BECHTOLD 
NEW YORK

- Urban 
housewives have a pleasant sur* 
prise ahead for them. 
Downtown department store* in 
many large cities soon will be aa 
powerful a magnet as they were 
before the day of the shopping 
center. 


AT LEAST THAT’S the belief 
of a New York architect who said 
a large part of the trouble with 
downtown stors is simply that 
they have fallen behind the times 
in modern architectural planning. 
Morris'Ketchum Jr.. partner ip 
the architectural firm of Ketcb- 
urn and Sharp, said department 
stores in the next few years are 
going to woo old and new cus­ 
tomers alike by 
extensive 
and 
long overdue remodeling and mod­ 
ernization programs. 
These programs, along with con­ 
tinued efforts to solve traffic and 
other problems, will help strike a 
healthy balance of trade between 
downtown and suburbs, Ketchum 
declared. 


HE NOTED THAT since World 
War II many 
downtown stores 
have concentrated their effort! on 
opening branches in the suburbs 
and have "sadly neglected” their 
downtown headquarters. 
‘“No store can expect a woman 
to make a trip down town to se­ 
lect a new hist or dress in the 
same old setting she knew as a 
girf,” the architect stated. 
Economic forces also are mak­ 
ing modernization program* 
im­ 
perative, and . Ketchum estima 
‘ 
that aa much as 40 per cent 
space in older stores is not being 
used productively because of the 
outmoded layout and obsoleta fix­ 
tures. He said no store in a high 
rent area can afford that kind of 
waste. 


OF COURSE THE long stand­ 
ing problem of getting downtown 
by automobile 
and 
of parking 
when you get there has reduced 
trade of the centrally - located 
stores, but many stores are work­ 
ing hard to solve tMe problem. 
Ketchum noted that new 
ex­ 
pressways in a number of areas 
are making the trip into the city 
easy and doing away with traffic 
bottlenecks. At the same time, 
many stores are providing park­ 
ing space nearby to give shoppers 
the minimum of wlking. 
Downtown 
department 
stores 
also are expected to benefit from 
urban renewal plans designed to 
provide good housing near 
the 
cores of large cities.

Program for All 


Almost any individua] or family 
in Riverside County can now ob­ 
tain adequate low cost hospitali­ 
zation. medical and surgical pro­ 
tection through a plan officially 
sponsored by the 389 physican 
members of the Riverside County 
Medical Association, it was an­ 
nounced this morning by Dr. wil­ 
liam Kinney, chairman of the As­ 
sociation’s Public Relations Com­ 
mittee 
"It is not necessary to belong 
to a group to be eligible for this 
new coverage.”’ he pointed out. 
"Doctors have long sought to pro­ 
vide this kind of program, and 
we are fortunate that it is going 
in California.” 
The actual contract is written 
by the California Physicians’ Ser­ 
vice. the wholly owned non-profit 
Blue Shield plan established and 
directed by 17,000 physicians who 
make up tha California Medical 
Association. 
’ The new. plan 
embodies 
the 
principles of the "Riverside Health 
Plan" established experimentally 
for 
industrial 
and - commercial 
groups in 1959 by the County Med­ 
ical Association. Physicians bills 
for.surgery and hospital medical 
calls are fully paid for all benefits 
of the plan regardless of the In­ 
come of the individual or family. 
Hospital coverage in the individ­ 
ual plan is for 31 days. Out pa­ 
tient x-ray and lab benefits are 
also included. 


RED CROSS TIPS 


’Hurry' 
Key for 
Poisons 


A Service W the American 
Red Cress, Palm Spriags Branch. 
"Hurry” is the key word when 
giving care to poison victims, says 
the Red Cross, which has been 
teaching First Aid to the injured 
for half a century. 
It is important to dilute tha 
poison by giving fluids, and in 
some cases, to induce the victim 
to vomit. Caustic poisons, such as 
lye and strong acids injure the 
lining of the food passages; hence 
the injurious action Is diminished 
when fluids art abia * to diluta 
and weaken the toxic substance. 
Give milk if available, as it pro­ 
tects the digestive tract, and slows 
the absorbtion of tha poison. 
If milk is. not available, give 
water. Induce vomiting as rapidly 
as possible, to get rid of the poi­ 
sons. 
A universal antidote for 
many poisons is ont part strong 
tea. one part milk of magnesia, 
and two parts crushed burnt toast. 
Whenever possible, save the bot­ 
tle. box or package where the na­ 
ture of the poison is stated, and 
get the victim to a doctor, feat.
